Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  report 
on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  past  year,  and  of 
passing  in  review  the  conditions  which  have  affected  the 
health  and  sanitary  state  of  the  district  during  that  period. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  of  Burley-in-Wharfedale,  over  which 
you  preside,  is  wholly  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
river  Wharfe,  about  equi-distant  from  the  townships  of 
Ilkley  and  Otley.  In  area  some  3,133  acres,  it  is  in  the 
shape  of  an  irregular  diamond,  and  is  3|  miles  in  its  long 
diagonal  and  2^  in  the  shorter.  From  the  river,  which 
forms  the  north-eastern  boundary,  at  a height  of  200  feet 
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above  the  sea  level,  the  ground  rises  in  a series  of  gentle 
slopes  and  terraces  to  the  hamlet  of  Woodhead,  which  is 
one  mile  from  the  village  proper,  at  an  elevation  of  600  feet 
above  the  sea.  From  Woodhead  the  land  rises  rapidly  to 
form  the  bold  and  rocky  escarpments  of  Rombalds  Moor, 
which  bounds  the  valley  on  the  south  and  west.  The 
highest  point  in  the  district  is  1,250  feet  above  the  sea.  The 
summit  of  the  moor  is  formed  of  millstone  grit  and  sand- 
stone, and  several  quarries  of  excellent  building-stone  are 
worked  on  the  moor  edge.  Further  to  the  south,  but  out 
of  your  district,  the  grit-rocks  are  surmounted  by  the  coal 
seams  of  Baildon  Common,  an  outlying  portion  of  the 
Halifax  coal  measures.  The  surface  of  the  moor,  where 
not  absolutely  bare  rocks,  is  covered  with  heather,  grass,  or 
bog  mosses,  which  by  their  decay  form  a thin  layer  of  peat. 
The  moors  serve  for  the  pasturage  of  sheep,  and  the 
breeding  and  rearing  of  grouse  and  other  game. 

Evidences  of  glacial  action  are  abundant  throughout  the 
district.  Mounds  of  gravel,  containing  rounded  pebbles  of 
sandstone  and  lime,  are  to  be  found  on  the  moors,  and 
remains  of  old  kilns  where  the  lime  was  burnt  are  still  to  be 
seen.  The  lower  slopes  towards  the  river  are  covered  with 
glacial  deposits  of  gravel  and  stiff  clay  ; containing  many 
rounded  boulders,  left  by  the  melting  ice  of  the  glacial  age. 
The  village  of  Burley  is  situated  on  an  old  river  terrace  of 
alluvial  clay,  of  a loose  and  sandy  character,  and  the  bed  of 
the  Wharfe  is  formed  of  shale.  The  land  on  either  side  of 
the  river  is  but  a few  feet  above  its  normal  level,  and  is 
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frequently  flooded  by  the  freshets  which  gather  from  the 
highlands  nearer  its  source. 

POPULATION  AND  HOUSING, 

The  population  of  Burlev  at  the  census  of  1901  was  3,310, 
being  an  increase  of  649  in  the  decade.  The  villagers  are 
chiefly  employed  at  the  large  and  important  mills  of 
Messrs.  Wm.  Fison  & Co.,  where  the  operations  of  wool- 
combing,  spinning,  and  weaving  are  carried  on  under  ideal 
conditions,  owing  to  the  salubrious  site  of  the  works  and 
the  attention  given  to  the  welfare  of  the  workers.  Some 
find  employment  in  the  printing-machine  shops  at  Otley. 
The  farms  are  chiefly  pastures,  little  attention  being  devoted 
to  the  raising  of  cereals,  and  some  milk  is  supplied  to 
neighbouring  places.  In  recent  years  Burley  has  become 
a favourite  residential  place  for  business  men  of  Bradford 
and  Leeds,  and  the  uplands  are  being  dotted  with  villas, 
whilst  less  pretentious  rows  of  substantial  houses  have  been 
erected  in  proximity  to  the  railway.  All  houses  are  readily 
taken  up  by  tenants,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  in  the 
near  future  a very  large  residential  population  of  this  kind 
will  grow  up  in  the  locality. 

The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district 
is  806,  and  at  the  present  time  the  average  number  of 
inmates  to  each  house  is  4'2.  The  dwellings  are  mostly 
commodious  and  well-built  of  stone,  and  the  majority  have 
gardens  or  some  space  of  ground  attached  to  them.  Only 
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a very  few  bact-to-back  dwellings  are  in  evidence,  and 
these  are  among  the  older  houses  of  the  village.  None  of 
this  variety  is  built  now,  nor  are  they  necessary  where 
building  land  is  so  plentiful  and  cheap, 

STATISTICS. 

The  population  at  the  present  time  i calculate  to  be 
3,450  persons.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  806, 
and  the  rateable  value  is  ;^18,607. 

BIRTHS. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  past  year  is  equal  to  20  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  or  exactly  equal  to  that  of 
the  previous  year.  This  is  a very  low  average  for  a rural 
district,  but  is  only  in  accord  with  the  yearly  diminution 
of  the  rate  of  nativity  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  Of 
the  children  born,  40  were  males  and  2.8  females, 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  daring  the  year 
was  60,  Of  these  17  took  place  in  the  West  Riding  Asylum 
at  Scalebor,  and  are  excluded  from  these  statistics.  Three 
of  the  deaths  were  those  of  infants  prematurely  born,  who* 
had  no  chance  of  surviving,  and  who  lived  but  a few  days. 
The  net  death-rate  for  the  year  is  11 ’5  per  thousand  living. 

The  death-rate  is  less  than  in  1904  (12 ’9),  and  is  lower 
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than  any  rate  for  recent  years,  except  1901,  when  it  was  11. 
The  fine  dry  summer  contributed  to  this  end,  but  a more 
important  cause  was,  as  mentioned  below,  the  absence  of 
infantile  diseases  among  young  children.  The  largest 
mortality  occurred  in  the  last  quarter,  when  several  very 
aged  inhabitants  passed  away.  In  a small  district  like 
yours  a death-rate  may  fluctuate  from  accidental  causes, 
and  a truer  estimate  of  the  health  may  be  obtained  by 
taking  an  average  for  a longer  period,  and  the  rate  of 
mortality  for  the  last  five  years  is  equal  to  12  per  1,000. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

The  sixty  deaths  were  thus  certified  : Diseases  of  brain 
and  nervous  system  (chiefly  cerebral  haemorrhage  and 
general  paralysis  of  the  insane),  11  ; phthisis,  or  pulmonary 
consumption,  2 (these  cases  were  in  a hopeless  stage  when 
they  came  into  the  district,  and  lived  here  but  a short  time) ; 
laryngitis,  1 ; pneumonia,  2 ; bronchitis,  5 ; other  com- 
plaints of  the  respiratory  organs,  6;  cardiac  diseases.  S', 
kidney,  3 ; diabetes,  2 ; rheumatism,  cancer  and  ovarian 
tumour.  Five  infants  died  from  immaturity  at  birth.  From 
general  tubercular  disease  4 deaths  ensued,  1 child  died 
from  scalds,  there  was  1 case  of  suicide  by  drowning,  and 
6 old  persons  succumbed  to  the  weight  of  their  years. 

Of  children  under  twelve  months  old,  six  deaths  are 
recorded,  which  would  give,  if  uncorrected,  an  infant 
mortality  equal  to  88  per  1,000  children  born.  But  three  were 
prematurely  born,  and  lived  but  a few  hours,  and  one  had 
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malformation  of  the  heart,  and  survived  only  five  days.  A 
fifth  child,  a twin,  died  at  the  end  of  five  weeks,  and  one 
death  was  due  to  accidental  scalding.  There  was  not  a 
single  case  of  the  death  of  an  infant  from  the  usual 
infantile  complaints  due  to  had  feeding  or  careless 
nursing,  and  there  is  no  necessity  in  this  district  to  offer 
any  bounty  to  induce  mothers  to  carefully  tend  their  infants 
in  the  first  year  of  life.  A rate  of  29  per  1,000  born  would 
more  accurately  represent  the  conditions  affecting  the  lives 
of  infants  in  your  district. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Of  the  diseases  scheduled  under  the  Notification  of 
Infectious  Diseases  Act,  1889,  four  were  reported  during 
the  year  : Scarlatina,  erysipelas,  enteric,  and  continued 
fever.  Six  cases  of  scarlatina  were  notified  from  one 
source — a child  which  was  allowed  to  run  about  in  public 
whilst  in  a dangerous  state.  The  parents  were  rightly 
brought  before  the  magistrates,  and  fined.  One  of  the 
patients  died  on  removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Erysipelas  (facial)  was  reported  in  two  cases.  Two  cases 
of  enteric  and  continued  fever  occurred,  but  it  was 
impossible  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  complaints.  An 
outbreak  of  measles  occurred  in  the  Day  Schools  of  the 
village  in  June.  The  schools  were  closed  for  a period  of 
seven  weeks,  but  on  re-opening  a re-crudesence  of  the 
complaint  was  noticed,  and  I am  of  opinion  that  in  a 
community  where  children  play  together  at  home  as  much 
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as  they  do  at  school,  closure  of  the  school  has  little  or  no 
effect  on  the  progress  of  the  epidemic.  This  holds  good 
where  the  complaint  has  attained  firm  hold  before  its 
notification  ; but  if  the  first  case  is  known,  and  probable 
contacts  are  kept  from  school,  we  have  a better  chance  of 
preventing  an  extensive  outbreak.  In  November,  the 
scholars  at  the  Woodhead  School  were  attacked  by  the 
disease.  The  whole  of  the  children  suffered,  and  the 
school  was  closed  for  three  weeks.  On  re-assembling  after 
the  Christmas  holiday,  the  complaint  had  died  out. 

No  other  infectious  illness  was  notified.  Diphtheria, 
small-pox,  and  puerperal  fever  were  entirely  absent.  With 
regard  to  the  last-named,  I may  mention  the  fact  that  there 
has  been  no  death  from  puerperal  disease  in  Burley  for 
over  17  years,  nor  has  any  case  of  the  disease  been 
notified.  No  mid-wife,  certified  or  otherwise,  practises  in 
the  village,  and  every  case  is  under  the  direct  charge  of 
a medical  practitioner.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

This  institution,  for  the  Wharfedale  Rural  District,  is 
situated  100  yards  from  the  Burley  boundary,  and  is  in  the 
township  of  Menston.  It  is  adequately  fitted  up  for  its 
work,  and  since  the  opening  on  June  1st,  1904,  has  relieved 
many  of  their  natural  anxiety  in  the  presence  of  infectious 
disease.  Last  year  four  cases  only  were  admitted  from  your 
district.  Little  or  no  reluctance  is  shown  by  parents  to  the 
sending  away  to  the  hospital  of  their  children,  and  in  every 
case  great  satisfaction  has  been  expressed  at  the  care, 
attention,  and  kindness  shown  by  the  nurses  and  officials. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  institution  at  Wakefield 
in  seven  instances.  Three  specimens  of  blood  in  cases 
where  typhoid  fever  was  suspected  were  submitted  for 
examination,  and  two  of  them  proved  to  be  characteristic  of 
the  disease.  Three  samples  of  sputum  for  tubercular 
bacillus  were  examined,  and  one  doubtful  case  for  diphtheria, 
which  proved  to  be  innocent.  It  is  of  immense  value  in  all 
dubious  cases  to  get  a quick  and  certain  test,  and  the 
county  authorities  and  medical  officer  are  to  be  warmly 
commended  on  providing  so  useful  an  aid  to  the  practitioners 
of  the  Riding, 
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GENERAL  SANITARY  MATTERS. 

WATER. 

The  water  supply  is  now  abundant  in  quantity  in  all 
seasons,  and  of  excellent  quality.  Although  purely  a 
moorland  water,  gathered  on  peaty  ground,  its  slight 
acidity  is  insufficient  to  have  any  prejudicial  effect  by  the 
use  of  lead  pipes.  One  curious  effect  was  noticed  after 
the  long  drought  in  summer — in  the  brewing  of  tea,  a 
darker  colour  than  normal  was  imparted  to  the  infusion. 
I investigated  the  phenomenon  by  several  experiments,  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  by  some  means  the  water  had 
absorbed  an  amount  of  iron.  The  tea  was  darker  if  the 
water  was  boiled  in  an  iron  than  it  was  if  boiled  in  a tin  or 
copper  kettle,  and  was  evidently  due  to  the  action  of  tannin 
on  a soluble  iron  salt.  Probably  owing  to  sudden  and  heavy 
rainfall  after  a period  of  drought,  a larger  proportion  of 
soluble  salts  was  absorbed  by  the  water  from  the  peaty  soil, 
and  this  gave  the  water  a ferro-solvent  power  on  the  iron 
mains  and  cooking  vessels.  The  complaint  soon  righted 
itself,  but  in  the  future,  if  occasion  arise,  a small  quantity 
of  lime  (1  grain  per  gallon)  might  be  added  to  the  water 
before  distribution,  with  advantage. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

Generally  speaking,  there  is  plenty  of  house-room  in 
proportion  to  the  inhabitants,  the  average  number  per 
house  being  4'2  persons.  There  are,  however,  a number 
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of  dwellings  with  but  two  bedrooms,  and  in  a few  instances 
these  are  occupied  by  fairly  large  families.  I have 
inspected  several  of  these,  and  had  them  measured  as  to 
air  space,  but  as  the  cubic  area  was  above  the  minimum 
regulation,  I could  do  nothing  further,  although  grown-up 
boys  and  girls  occupied  the  same  apartment,  with 
perhaps  a flimsy  curtain  separating  the  beds.  This  should 
not  be  in  a country  district,  and  some  alteration  is  required 
in  the  bye-law  to  meet  the  case. 

DRAINAGE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

No  radical  alterations  in  the  sewerage  system  have  been 
proposed  during  the  past  year.  Numerous  minor  alterations 
have  been  effected,  chiefly  in  the  direction  of  providing  the 
main  drains  with  additional  man-holes  and  inspection- 
chambers  as  new  sewers  have  been  connected.  The 
excellent  and  concise  report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr. 
F.  Hargreaves,  which  I append,  gives  details  of  this  work. 

The  sewer  in  Station  Road,  constructed  in  the  days  when 
Burley  had  little  or  no  population  above  the  railway,  is 
rapidly  becoming  inadequate  for  its  present  functions.  The 
large  number  of  new  houses  draining  into  it,  and  the  large 
establishment  at  Scalebor,  at  times  threaten  to  test  its 
capacity  to  the  utmost.  A plan  to  relieve  the  congestion 
by  diverting  a portion,  by  means  of  a new  sewer  down 
Langford  Lane,  has  been  suggested,  and  I think,  if  this 
were  adopted,  a possible  cause  of  trouble  in  the  future 
would  be  obviated.  The  scavenging  has  been  satisfactorily 
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performed  by  your  servants,  and  no  complaint  has  reached 
me.  The  collecting  of  household  refuse  is  systematically 
carried  out  by  weekly  visits,  and  as  we  have  few  antiquated 
privy  middens  in  the  district,  there  is  little  refuse  to 
accumulate  and  pollute  the  air. 

ROADS  AND  STREETS. 

The  main  roads  of  the  district  are  in  fair  condition,  but 
not  the  envy  of  other  councils  as  they  were  a few  years  ago, 
and  although  the  vagrant  motorist  may  grumble  at  an 
occasional  irregularity  of  surface,  the  less  fastidious 
travellers  are  satisfied.  Some  300  yards  of  the  main  road 
in  West  Terrace  have  been  treated  by  “floating”  boiling 
tar  upon  its  surface.  An  even,  smooth  and  hard  coating  is 
given  to  the  road  surface  by  this  means.  No  mud  forms 
upon  it,  and  after  rain  it  is  quite  clean  and  firm.  So  far, 
after  four  months’  trial,  it  has  proved  very  efficient,  and 
has  not  been  affected  by  the  slight  frost  which  we  have  had. 
If  it  prove  as  durable  as  it  promises  to  do,  the  dust  problem 
has  been  solved,  and  one  of  the  greatest  nuisances  of  the 
country-side  will  be  abated.  A further  trial  in  Station 
Road  will  be  made  early  this  year. 

Some  back  streets  are  not  so  well  looked  after  ; I may 
mention  the  bottom  of  Back  Lane,  which  is  almost  sub- 
merged after  heavy  rain,  and  the  portion  between  Back 
Lane  and  Horsfall  Terrace,  a particularly  bad  bit,  and 
dangerous  in  the  dark,  owing  to  its  ill-paved  state  and  the 
open  beck  running  along  quite  unprotected.  Sun  Lane  also 
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requires  attention,  and  as  it  is  used  by  the  owners  of 
allotments  all  the  year  round,  deserves  a load  or  two  of 
limestone  occasionally. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS’  ACT. 

The  premises  coming  under  this  heading  have  been 
inspected,  and  found  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Act.  There  are  no  trades  of  an  offensive  nature  in  the 
district,  and  the  sorting  of  mohair  at  Messrs.  Fison  & Co.’s 
is  carried  on  under  the  most  modern  system,  and  as  safely 
as  scientific  skill  can  direct. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses  nor  underground 
bakehouses  in  the  district.  Our  one  slaughter-house  is  in 
the  Main  Street,  too  near  dwellings,  but  the  work  is 
conducted  in  a manner  which  can  give  no  offence. 

THE  COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

These  have  been  thoroughly  inspected,  and  an  exhaustive 
report  submitted  to  you  by  the  Inspector.  In  this  he  called 
attention  to  several  mistals  which  have  serious  defects.  In 
some  cases  these  have  already  been  remedied,  whilst  in 
others  prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  farmers  is  in  favour 
of  old-established  custom,  if  insanitary,  rather  than  an 
up-to-date  and  cleanly  farmyard.  I should  be  glad  if  you 
would  adopt  the  “Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops’  Order, 
1885,”  which  gives  greater  power  to  local  Authorities  in 
dealing  with  these  cases. 
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I include  with  this  statement  on  my  duties  of  the  past  year 
a report  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Hargreaves. 
In  it  will  be  found  a brief  resume  of  the  work  accomplished 
in  his  department.  This  work  has  been  done  in  a quiet, 
unostentatious  manner,  and  every  complaint  has  received 
prompt  attention.  The  care  shown  by  Mr.  Hargreaves  in 
the  preparation  of  various  plans,  and  the  thorough  way  in 
which  he  insists  on  every  duty  being  carried  out,  is  worthy 
of  great  praise.  Tables  showing  : I.,  Vital  Statistics  for  the 
past  ten  years;  II.,  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
in  1905;  III.,  Causes  of,  and  Ages  at,  Death  during  the 
year;  and  IV.,  Report  under  Factories  and  Workshops’ 
Act,  1901  ; will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  brochure. 

I beg  to  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  to  me  in 
my  responsible  office.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT, 

Year  Ending  December  31st,  1905. 


January  18th,  1906. 

Dear  Sir, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  m}^  Report  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  District  as  follows  : — 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  has  been  carried  out 
exclusively  by  the  Council’s  workmen,  and  the  few 
complaints  which  have  been  received,  and  the  minor  nature 
of  such  complaints,  show  that  the  work  has  been  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

The  increasing  difficulty  which  is  experienced  in  finding 
a suitable  tip  for  the  refuse,  suggests  that  the  time  can  not 
be  far  distant  when  some  other  means  of  disposal  will 
require  consideration. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  in  getting  property  owners  to 
trap  formerly  untrapped  sink-pipes,  and,  as  a result,  I am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  upwards  of  30  instances 
have  come  under  my  observation  where  this  has  been  done. 
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The  sewers  throughout  the  district  have  received 
periodical  attention,  and  much  work  has  been  done  to 
improve  them.  With  Station  Road  sewer  we  have 
experienced  the  most  di£ficult3^  and  whilst  the  Council 
have  been  prompt  in  action  in  building  five  manholes  on 
this  length,  in  order  to  make  the  sewer  accessible,  and 
much  work  has  been  done  in  removing  tree  roots  which  had 
grown  in  the  sewer,  I regret  that  I am  unable  to  report  this 
sewer  as  yet  being  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  which  have  necessitated  the  disinfecting  of  20 
rooms. 

Complaints  of  defective  drainage  have  not  been  so 
numerous  as  in  the  previous  year,  although  in  several  cases 
house  drainage  has  been  reconstructed. 

Twelve  new  houses  have  been  certified  during  the  year, 
and  as  the  work  of  erection  has  progressed,  inspections  have 
been  systematically  made,  and  in  every  case  the  whole  of 
the  drainage  has  been  examined  before  being  filled  in. 

The  whole  of  the  Cowsheds  have  been  thoroughh' 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the 
air  space  per  head  was  below  the  800  cubic  feet  required. 
I wms  much  impressed  during  this  inspection  with  the  good 
water  supplies  which  those  farms  not  supplied  by  the 
Council’s  mains  had.  A high  state  of  cleanliness  was 
apparent  in  many  cases,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  I am 
unable  to  report  cleanliness  in  every  instance.  The  drainage 
and  ventilation  of  the  buildings  appeared  in  most  cases  to  be 
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good,  although  many  suggestions  were  given  for  improve- 
ments, and  these,  I am  pleased  to  notice,  have  either  been 
or  are  being  carried  out.  Several  of  the  manure-pits  were 
not  in  a very  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Workshops  have  been  inspected,  and  found  to  be 
generally  good,  a regard  to  cleanliness,  light  and  air, 
appears  to  prevail. 

The  water  supply  throughout  the  year  has  received  careful 
and  continual  attention,  and  although-  many  districts  felt  a 
shortage  during  the  summer  months,  we  have  not  only  had 
a continual  supply,  but  more  than  Burley’s  requirements 
demanded. 

In  conclusion,  may  I be  permitted  to  offer  you  my  thanks 
for  your  uniform  kindness,  and  for  the  ready  advice  which 
you  have  always  so  willingly  given  me  in  cases  of  doubt 
and  difficulty.
